If you are interested.in learning how to operate on the H.F. bands 
using Cll, I believe the easie:t way is to have the exchange you will be 
“transmitting right in front of you. This system will enable you to gain 
“code proficiency by knowing that you are sending the correct exchange, 

using the proper signal: and abbreviations. 


Any station you ¢eah copy is “fair game" for a QSO. Stations can be 
contacted by calling C.., answering a CQ or by calling a station after he 
has completed a QSO with another ham (provided BOTH STATIONS have stopped 
sending). ee 


Calling a CQ. is Liles: shine. you may not always "get a bite, If 
you have a stronger signal your chances of getting a call greatly increases. 
For the time spent "on the air" you will make many more QS0's by calling 
a station after he has just completed a contact or by answering another 
stations’ CQ, sy 


If you choose to cali CQ (a general call looking for a contact) it can 
be sent as "CQ CQ CQ DE VESYOU VEZYOU VESYOU" repeated once more then end 
with a "K'. DE" means "from! in french wich is used worldwide. The 


letter "K'" at the end means any station please go ahead. and call.
